Spraying 
on 1,200 acres for spider, thrip, 
mottle leaf, aphis and brown rot 
cost $7,430.17. With discounts 
and refunds deducted, the net cost 
of spraying and fumigation was

One thousand and forty acres 
were fumigated at a cost of $41,- 
827.34, according to the manager’s 
report. Of this total 11.2 per cent 
was refunded. Twenty-six hundred 
acres were dusted at a cost of $11,- 
836.68. 

REFUND IS $19,000 

“Doing a large volume of busi- 
neas cooperatively is the only way 
such a saving is _ possible,” Mr. 
Moon commented in noting the re- 
funds and discounts returned to 
growers. Approximately $19,000 
was returned to growers las 
month as refund payments. ‘ 

“T consider that we have had a 
very successful year,” he conclud- 
ed, “TI realize the burden of pest 
control to citrus growers is a large 
one, but it is absolutely essential 
and since it is such, it is well that 
you have your own organization 
which is thoroughly equipped to 
handle all your needs promptly 
and efficiently and at the same 
time save you money.” 

Kill more than one type of pest 
with each application of spray or 
fumigation, Mr. Woglum suggest- 
ed to the growers, in urging them 
to think of the economy angle as 
well as seeking to develop high 


quality fruit.

The very nature of justice forbids an advance verdict of 
opinion in such cases. It is the province of the judiciary alone 
to arrive at just conclusions in accordance with the facts. 

But the kernel of circumstance is that the judiciary of a 
true democracy must be inviolate. The courts of America are 
the last resort of justice for the rich and the poor, the strong 
and the weak. In the words of San Franciseo’s Superior Judge 
I. M. Golden: 

‘Justice is seldom well done when administered behind 
closed doors, because favoritism and impropriety seek dark- 





ness. The rule should be the open door rather than the 
closed’’. =e
